Tour interest in advertising of Bank Note engraving firms 
is an unusual one and I am curious to know what prompted 
your study along these lines. 

I have looked through my collection and, apparently, the 
only bank note size advertisement I have is one of the 
American Bank Note Company advertising its anti-photographic 
engraving. It is a green and black note with several dif- 
ferent denominations on it. I have a broadside issued by 
Ormsby in l85it called "A Guide to Detect Counterfeit and 
Altered Bank Notes". This shows all styles of bank notes 
made by the company, the various vignettes, the denomin- 
ational figures, and is, more or less, a general advertise- 
ment of their excellent work. There are, as you know, ads 
of the Bank Note Companies in the various books and pam- 
phlets which are counterfeit detectors. 

I do not have duplicates of any of these items except 
perhaps Hodges 1 Bank Note list and I only exchange items, 
preferring not to sell them. 

Have you written toe American Bank Note Company, as they, 
no doubt, have a great deal of historical material. 

If it is research you are doing I will be glad to be of 
further help to you. 

I will be reminded of you each time I look at notes of 
the New Hope and Delaware Bridge.
